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A New Giant 


Early in the new decade, the Upper Pen­ 
insula will be the site of one of the most spec­ 
tacular sporting events ever staged in the United 
States when the first ski fixing tournament on 
the North American continent is conducted at 
Copper Peak Ski Flying Hill in Gogebic County. 
The hill, with its huge scaffold of steel towering 
241 feet atop Copper Peak, is the only ski flying 
hill in the United States and one of only five 
such hills in the world. It was comnleted this 
month at a cost of more than a million dollrrs 
and in time for the nation’s first ski flying tour­ 
nament, to be held Feb. 27 through March I. 
The Copper Peak project is a tribute to the 
faith and determination of a small group of ski­ 
ing enthusiasts in Gogebic County, some of whom 
h a v e worked for 20 years or more to bring a 
long distance jumping hill to the western Upper 
Peninsula. With the help of federal giants and 
loans, they have finally succeeded. Copper Peak 
is by far the largest ski hill in North America 
and, in fact, the second largest in the world. 
Developers of Copper Peak believe the hill 
will play a big part in bolstering the economy 
of Gogebic County. They envision a great in­ 
flux of spectators for the Feb. 27-March I tour­ 
nament. Estimates range up to 40.000 specta­ 
tors. (International ski flying tournaments in 
Europe attract up to 50,000 spectators.) 
In the long run, however, the largest num­ 
ber of visitors at Copper Peak mav be recorded 
as a year round tourist attraction, and anyone 
who has experienced the spectacular view from 
the top of Copper Peak xxiii agree that it is one 
of the most dramatically scenic sights anywhere 
in the Upper Peninsula.

In addition to the soaring scaffold that xxiii 
permit ski jumps far greater than any that have 
been made in the United States heretofore, the 
Copper Peak complex already includes a chair­ 
lift 810 feet long to carry skiers (and xisitors) 
from the outrun at the base of the hill and an 
elevator that will whisk skiers (and visitors) 
176 feet up the scaffold to an obser\Tation plat­ 
form. Affording a heart-stopping view of the 
Black River Valley, the Porcupine Mountains 
and Lake Superior, the Copper Peak observa­ 
tion tower surely xxiii become one of the front 
ranking tourist attractions in the Northern Pen­ 
insula. 
Moreover, plans call for a number of other 
developments on the more than 700 acres in­ 
cluded in the Copper Peak tract, developments 
tha* are designed to make it a four seasons play­ 
ground, including an outdoor amphitheater, 
camping and trailer parking facilities, snoxvmo- 
bile trails and replicas of a saw mill, an iron mine 
and an Indian village.

It is altogether fitting that the world’s first 
ski flying hill outside of Europe should be de­ 
veloped in the Upper Peninsula, for it was here 
that the sport of ski jumping was introduced 
in the United States, and ski flying is funda­ 
mentally a giant variety of ski jumping. 
Ishpeming is known as “the birthplace of 
skiing in the United States.” The National Ski 
Association was organized there on Feb. 21, 
1904, and a pioneer Ishpeming skier, Carl Tellef- 
sen, was elected its first president. Some of the 
first ski jumping tournaments in t h e United 
States were held in Ishpeming. Suicide Hill, one 
of the xvorld’s finest ski jumping hills, is main­ 
tained by the Ishpeming Ski Club. The National 
Ski Museum and Hall of Fame are located in Ish­ 
peming. 
Another Upper Peninsula city, Iron Moun­ 
tain, also has played a big role in the develop­ 
ment of ski jumping in the United States. The 
world’s largest artificial ski jumping hill, Pine 
Mountain, is located there. 
But Pine Mountain and all the other ski 
jumping hills in the United States will now be 
dwarfed by Copper Peak, the newest and biggest 
of them all. It should be welcomed by all Upper 
Peninsulans.

Clenched Fist Pushed 
State Business To Rear 
LANSING (AP>—The clenched 
fist — symbol of militancy — 
pushed the Michigan 
Legisla­ 
ture’s calendar into the back­ 
ground at almost regular inter­ 
vals during the 1969 session. 
Some lawmakers argued that 
furious, name - calling debates 
,tot nowhere but in the newspa­ 
pers. 
Resolutions, which generally 
sparked the racial discussions on 
the House and Senate floors, 
carry no force of law'. They are, 
in most instances, expressions 
of legislative intent. 
But they put a subject within 
argument’s 
easy 
reach 
and, 
some contend, serve to create in 
legislators as well as the general 
public 
an awareness of prob­ 
lems. 
Business Slides 
Time after time during the re­ 
cently concluded session, some 
lawmakers seemed 
more than 
willing to let slide the m attters 
of legislative business while they 
tangled in fruitless oratory on 
racial issues. 
The case of Ferris State Col­ 
lege illustrates the point. 
Rep. E. D. O’Brien, D-Detroit, 
introduced a resolution praising 
F erris’s president, Victor Spat­ 
hed. for his handling of a racial 
disturbance on the Big Rapids 
campus. 
Black 
representatives, 
who 
form a caucus too small to pass 
legislation by itself but large 
enough to defend what it con­ 
siders unfair, fought the resolu­ 
tion. 
They argued that arrest of 
black students at the campus— 
but not whites who reportedly 
participated in the hassles—rep­ 
resented inequity. 
Debate For Weeks 
Debate went an for weeks, 
with most other matters 
sus­ 
pended in the meantime, until a 
compromise 
resolution 
finally 
passed. 
In the Senate, the New Bethel 
Church 
incident in which 
a 


white Detroit policeman 
was 
shot to death 
sparked 
angry 
talk. 
Sen. Robert Richardson, R- 
Saginaw, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate judiciary committee and 20 
other colleagues from the 38- 
member chamber offered a res­ 
olution saying there had been 
“public allegation of missconduct 
in office” concerning Recorder’s 
Court Judge George C. Crock­ 
ett, who handled those first held 
in connection with toe incident. 
Michigan’s three black 
sena­ 
tors—Basil Brown of Highland 
Park and Coleman Young and 
Arthur Cartwright of D etro it- 
tried vainly to 
maneuver 
toe 
resolution away from the floor. 
Brown even attempted to ad­ 
journ the Sente before a vote 
could be taken. 
Measure Passed 
But tooee three, along with 
their 
Democratic 
colleagues 
Sander Levin of Berkley and 
Roger Craig of Dearborn, failed 
to 
muster 
enough 
support 
against the resolution and it was 
adopted. 
The Crockett 
matter 
came 
up again recently when Sen. 
George 
Kuhn, 
R-IJirmingham, 
rallied for the Judicial Tenure 
Commission — which reportedly 
found no cause for action aganst 
the judge in connection with the 
New Bethel Church incident— to 
investigate Crockett again. 
The Senate debated the issue 
but took no vote on toe resolu­ 
tion. which now rests in toe u(> 
per chamber’s business commit­ 
tee along with another, offered 
by Brown, asking the Senate, in 
effect to appologize to the judge 
Another college racial inci­ 
dent, this one at Michigan State 
University, led to charges of
